| The Boulder canyon dam bill reposes 
tonight on the statute books of the 
nation—the newest law of the land. 
Its long-time journey, with days of 
filibuster and all night séssions was 
brought to an official end today when 
President Coolidge affixed his signa- 
ture to the measure. 

But one step, and that embodied in 


the new act, remains to be taken be-

fore its provisions are set in motion 
for construction of the highest dam 
ever undertaken. This structure would 
be placed in the narrow natural gorge 
which the swift Colorado river has 
chiseled for itself in Black canyon on 
the Arizona-Nevada line. The 6éne step 
remaining is ratification of the Colo- 
rado river compact by six of the seven 
states in the river basin. Five of these 
states, Wyoming, New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Nevada and California, have ap- 
proved the compact which was drafted 
in 1922.

The body was found by Mrs. Maude 
Chalfant, city superintendent’ of 
who went to Miss Preher's 
home to find out why she was not 
present at the teachers’ institute. The 
body lay on the floor in a bedroom 
and nearby lay a pile of charred bed 
clothing. 

A hole about t!.ree feet square had 
been burned in the floor before the 


| fire extinguished itself, 


Part of the slain teacher's cloth- 
ing had been torn from her body and 


her neck had beef cut nearly through. 


About the room were evidences of a 
struggle, although the house had no 
appearance of having been ransacked 
for valuables.

He had pleade@ not guilty, and 
promised a fight, When his trial open- 
ed. He had ben a most unsatisfac- 
prisoner to questioning detec- 
tives, cynically silent or philosophi- 
cally talkative; but with such un- 
helpful replies to intimations that 
he faced a long term as “Oh, well: 
it’ll all be the same a hundred years 
from now.” 

Unger's arrest, and the seizure of 
the drugs—besides the seizure since 
then of an additional $5,500,000 
worth at other sources— resulted from 
federal examination of papers left by 
the murdered gambler, Arnold Roth- 
stein, revealed in death as the head 
of the greatest drug smuggling ring 
in history. ; 

Unger’s plea of guilty came_sud- 
denly today. The judge fixed Janu- 
ary 4, two weeks from now, as the 
date of sentence. Federal attorneys 
said they would ask the limit—12 
years,

“The record of the homicide bureau 
shows that from January 1 to De- 
cember 20, 1928,” Commissioner 
Whalen said in explaining his action 
abolishing the homicide squad, “22S 
eases of violent homicides were re- 
ported to the homicide squad for in- 
vestigation, and the records show ar- 
rests were made in only two cases.

Despite Recommendation 
for Commutation of Jan- 
uary 5th Death Sentence, 
Long Intimates Refusal. 


WOMAN AND LOVER 
LYING, HE SAYS 


Action Marks Reversal of 
Position Taken by Board 
After First Hearing 
When Plea Denied. 


New Orleans, December 21.—(4)—~ 
“The thing looks to me like a mock- 
ery against decency and civil order 
in this state,” Governor Huey P. 
Long commented tonight by long dis- 
tance telephone from Shreveport to 
the Times Picayune on today’s recom- 
mendation by the state pardon board 
for commutation of death sentences 
for Ada Bonner Lebouef and Dr. T. 
Ek. Dreher, condemned conspirators in 
the slaying of Mrs. Lebouef’s husband, 
James J. Lebouef. 

The governor in his statement inti- 
mated that nothing had transpired to 
change his previously announced deter- 
mination not to interfere with the dou- 
ble execution January 5, but declared 
“I will go into the matter again und 
consider it.” 

“I am hoping to see something in 
the papers showing which one of the 
two different tales these two murderers 
told is true,” the governor's statement 
said. “They swore one thing when 
they were arrested and tried. That 
did not work so they come back and 
swear directly the opposite. 

“About the only thing I am inter 
ested in, other than the record as 
formed at the trial, is a statement 
from these two murderers setting forth 
which time they were lying, or which 
time they were telling the truth, as- 
suming they were telling the truth 
one time out of two. 

“IT would like to know what happen- 
ed to cause these two murderers to 
change their own tales.” 

The pardon board after a previous 
hearing declined to recommend clem-. 
ency for the two. 

Mrs. Lebouef and Dr. Dreher are 
under sentence to die on the gallows 
at Franklin on January 5 for slaying 
James J. Lebouef, the woman’s hus- 
hand, on a lake near Morgan City 
July 1, 1927. The state contended at 
the trial that they conspired to kill 
him so he would not interfere with 
their love affair. 

Attorney General Perey Saint and 
Lieutenant Governor Paul N. Cyr vot- 
in favor of commutation while 
Judge James D. Simon, who presided 
at the trial, favored carrying out the 
jury verdict. At a previous hearing 
the attorney general voted with Judge 
Simon in opposing clemency. 

Action of 11 members of the trial 
jury in urging life imprisonment was 
largely responsible for the action of 
the pardon board. James Beadle, Mor- 
gan City trapper, tried along with the 
woman and physician, drew a life sen-

AUTOGIRO PLANE 
GIVEN FIRST TESTS

An autogiro airplane, recently 
brought to this country from England 
by Harold F. Piteairn, president of 
the Piteairn Aviation company, was 
given its first official tests at the 
Pitcairn field today.

REBUKES TREATMENT BY HIS FAMILY 


Tells Secret of His Life

The death of Theodore Roberts,

Waycross, Ga., December 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)\——-Mrs. Arlie Batten, held on 4 
charge of murder, has been lodged in 
the Pierce county jail at Blackshear. 
being transferred from the Bacon 
county jail at Alma. She will be held 
in Blackshear for safekeeping until 
the regular February term of Bacon 
county superior court, according to 
authorities. 


It has developed that Mrs. Batten, 
who is alleged to have shot and killed 
Ernest Jones, prominent Baxley youth, 
early last November, also is wanted 
on a charge of assault with intent to 
murder in another case. 

Mrs. Batten, according to informa- 
tion from Alma, stabbed a man named 
Smith some months ago, following 
Smith's boast that he was a “bad 
man.” While under bond of $500 and 
awaiting trial on the assault with in- 
tent to murder charge, she is alleged 
to have shot and killed Ernest Jones. 
“I shot him in the arm to see him 
jump.” Mrs. Batten is reported to 
have said following the murder, deny- 
ing that she meant to kill him. 

Jones died en route from Alma to 
Waycross, where he was being rushed 
for medical attention. The shooting 
occurred on the night of November 11. 
. Two indictments were sworn out in 
the Jones murder case, one. against 
Mrs. Batten and the other against 
Mrs. Ben Taylor, both of the women 


having been arrested at the seene of 
the shooting. near Alma, and each of 


them accusing the other, at first, of 
the crime. 

Since Mrs, Taylor’s arrest, how- 
ever, she has‘entered a plea of guilty 
to a misdemeanor charge of another 
nature, and has been sent to Milledge- 
ville to serve a term on the state farm. 
She will be returned to Bacon county. 
however, in February to stand trial. 
along with Mrs. Batten.

DICITIS? 

All I know is what [ read in the 
medical journals (apologies to W. 
Rogers), but at that I have my smug

BY REAR ADMIRAL WILLIAM A. 
MOFFETT, 

Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 
(William Adger Moffett was born at 
Charleston, S. C., Octoher 31, 186%. 
Iie is a graduate of the United States 
Military academy, and has been promot- 
ed through the grades to rear admiral. 
A veteran of the Spanish-American war, 
he served under Admiral Dewey on 
the Charleston during the capture of 
Manila. He was commander of the 
Chester at the taking of Vera Cruz in 
1914 and was commandant of the United 
States naval training station at Great 
Lakes, Ill., from 1914 to 1918. Since 
1921 he has been chief of the bureau 
of aeronautics, He holds the congres- 
sional medal of honor and the dis- 
tinguished service medal.) 


The bureau of aeronantics eannof 
too stringly recommend the addition 
of aircraft carriers to the fleet.

can say to the world: ‘He had no right to Shoot, 
clip his hair and that is a time-honored custom.” 

But the other young man, who submitted to time-honored custom, 
is dead. 

It is ‘a time-honored custom for men of a certain Stripe to assemble 
their kind and tar and feather some man they envy. When they approach 
the heme of their victim and refuse to tell the nature of their business, 
must he submit in the hope that they will spare his life, or may be seize 
a weapon and defend himself on the assumption that his iife is threatened? 

This question needs solving, for there are men on the highway who 
may be either robbers or agents of the government. When they order 
the traveler to stop, what must he do? What are his rights? May he 
assume that armed men not in uniform are highwaymen, and fire upon 
them, or must he surrender on the assumption that they are officers and 
thus risk being slain? 

Common law and common Sense grant man the right to protect him- 
self from threatened violence. 

And the law does not require the threatened man to interpret the

tucky and Tennessee. 

Five Divisions. 

Under the proposal, the conference 
would have been divided into the fol- 
lowing five districts (1) North ‘and 
South Carolina (2) Georgia, Alabama 
and Chattanooga (3) Kentucky and 
Union (4) Florida (5) Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Southwestern college. 
Recommendation was made however, 
that a committee take under consider- 
ation the transfer of Chattanooga uni- 
versity from the fourth to the second 
district and Union university and 
Southwestern from the fourth to the 
third district in order that those in- 
stitutions might work out more favor- 
able plaving schedules.

Gov- 
ernor Smith reached the million mark 
in Illinois, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Vote in the South. 


States of the once-solid south re- 
corded 3,004,145 votes for the two ma- 
jor party candidates, almost a million 
less than cast in New York state for 
Mr. Hoover and Governor Smith. Hoo- 
ver polled 1,406,488 of these and 
Smith 1,597,657 in Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina, Texas, Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, all of whom 
had supported the democratic presi- 
dential candidate since reconstruction 
days until the present election. 

Mr. Hoover's southern vote was 
more than double that of Mr. Coolidge 
four vears ago and almost twice the 
combined figures for the president and 
Senator La Follette that year. It 
came within 91,000 votes of equaling 
Mr. Davis’ total in the same terri- 
tory. 

The yote of 36,798,669 showed a big 
jump over the figures for 1924, when 
29,091,417 persons cast ballots in the 
presidential race. This increase was 
especially reflected in the south, Ala- 
bama, as an example, recording 248,- 
981 ballots as against 166,593 four 
years ago. Other states in various 
sections showed a similar result. 

The increase for the nation 
whole over 1924 was slightly more 
than 25 per cent. In the south the 
figures were approximately. 33 1-2 
per cent higher than they were four 
years ago.

He 
won the prize and he kept the name 
as a talisman of good luck, Jacob 
Simon Herzig, the cheap crook, was 
wiped from the boards and George 
Graham Rice, as plausible a soft song 
artist as the game has known, took 
up his inglorious career. 

Under his new name he got a job 
on a racetrack sheet and in this capac- 
ity he received one day—a day on 
which his total resources added up to 
just $12—a red hot tip that a horse 
called Silver Coin was going to sprout 
wings and lead the field at New Or- 


leans. 

Now Jacob Simon 
have reacted to this by betting his 
$12. But George Graham Rice was 
beginning to use what he referred to 
as his brains, so he did something 
quite different. He bought advertising 
space in a newspaper with his $12 
and his copy read: ‘‘Free! Free! Play 
Silver Coin at New Orleans tomor- 
row !” 

The advertisemest was signed Max- 
im and Gay, a fictitious firm name. 
Silver Coin, at 10 to 1, picked up a 
tail wind and blew in first. And the 
next day money began pouring in to 
the new tipping bureau of Maxim and 
Gay, which was George Graham Rice, 
who was Jacob Simon Herzig. ; 

Had Rise bet his $12 on Silver Coin 
he would have made $120, a neat 
profit. But the tipping bureau he 
started with the same $12 is said to 
have made $3,000,000 before the fed- 
eral government closed it in 1903 after 
a sensational career of three years. 
Rice, never so smart as he thought he 
was, dropped that $3,000,000 following 
his own tips. 

Quits Racing Game. 

After that he left the race track, 

where too many eyes were on him, 
and went to Nevada to. study mining. 
One of the first lessons he learned 
was that there was often more money 
to be got out of empty mines than 
one with ore in them. He began 
floating stocks with such names as 
slizzard and Lucky Gulch, and his 
operations extended from ocean to 
ocean. 
In 1908 he came east with a stock 
called Rawhide Coalition. The thirél 
vice president of the company was 
Nat Goodwin, matinee idol of the na- 
tion, and*® thousands of chorus giris 
and housewives 
poured their savings down the empty 
shafts of Rawhide Coalition before 
the company collapsed. 

Next Rice formed the brokeraze 
house of B. F. Sheftels, which grew 
to be one of the largest on the curb 
before it exploded with a bang that 
cost investors millions. Rice went on 
trial and got 10 months, the third 
time a chapter of his life had beea 
concluded by the clang of prison 
doors. 

Exposes Self. 

When he came out he did probably 
the most startling thing of his ca- 
reer. He exposed himself in a boox 
cilled “My Adventures With Your

Money,” which had a sensational sale. 
He said he was through then, but his 
mania for speculation soon had him 
back in the racket and he stayed 
until the trial that ended with today’s 
sentence.

Need, Says Prof. 


Chicago, December 21.—(4)—What 
this country needs in the opinion of 
Dr. Burges Johnson, professor of the 
English at Syracuse university is some 
new swear words. He expressed him- 
self at the Executives club. 

The effective cuss words of a gea- 
eration ago are worn out and mean 
nothing to any one any more he said 


recalling the days when God was re- 
garded as a venerated character who 
would respond to a plea to strike 
down or damn an enemy. 

Then, he said, a curse was a fear- 
ful thing, but today people even curse 
themselves quite playfully and it 
means nothing whatever. Many of 
the old first-class swear words, he 
added, have been corrupted into slangy 
expressions which even the most pious 
use with abandon. 

Even the strongest words in the 
vocabulary of oaths have lost their 
force through usage, he said, and pre- 
dicted they would gradually disappear 
altogether. No new swear words have 
come into the language for two or 
three centuries, said Dr. Johnson.

LOSSES IN VALUES 
NO LONGER FEARED 


Changed Attitude of 

~ Owners Confirms Most 
Optimistic Views Taken 
by Sponsors of the Work

With development of the city’s via- 
duct improvements advanced from the 
blueprint stage to one of near comple- 
tion, transforming the huge undertak- 
ing into a reality for even the most 
non-technical layman, indications of 
the far-reaching civic and commercial 
benefits involved in the project were 
given concrete outline in a survey 
made last week. 

While the principal physical factor 
of the undertaking pointed to is the 
double constructien program, in which 
the $2,400,000 expendtyre on viaducts 
proper will be supplénieated by thou- 
sands of dollars to be spent by owners 
on individual property improvements, 
ranging in cost from $1,000 to more 
than $100,000 and including new 
buildings and remodeling of present 
structures, other dominant features 
mark the present stage of advance- 
ment. 

' Change In Attitude. 

Outstanding among these features, 
and an aspect of the situation that 
confirms the most optimistic views 
taken by sponsors of the viaducts 
prior to their construction, is the com- 
plete change in attitude of the sub- 
stantial number of property holders 
who doubted the benefits to be derived 
and the possibility of overcoming loss- 
es occasioned by the closing of the 
streets during construction of the via- 
ducts. This altered situation, revealed 
by the survey, is attributed to replace- 
ment of viaduct plans by actual 
streets, which now lack only surfacing 
and clearing away of building rubbish. 

Based on the opinion of property 
owners and property interests in the 
area directly affected by erection of 
viaducts and approaches, the survey 
revealed the confidence that has been 
placed in the immediate future of the 
section. 

New Metropolitan Center. 


Transformation of Atlanta, from 
the “main street” classification of 
minor municipalities into a metropoli- 
tan center with a well proportioned 
business area, is to be expected as a 
result of what constitutes the city’s 
most important street improvement, 
according to expressions forthcoming 
in the survey.

Christ- 
mas Day in Eight Years 
Away From White House 


Washington, December 22.—()—

observance of the Christmas holiday. 

Many officials have left the capital 
or will leave before Tuesday to hang 
their stockings in widely scattered 
places. Of those who planned to re- 
main here, the majority were members 
of congress from western states who 
will not have time to make the trip 
to their homes and return for the re- 
convening of congress on January 3. 

Congress itself recessed for 10 days 
after a short session today. 

President and Mrs. Coolidge ex- 
pect to leave on Christmas day for 
Sapelo island, off the Georgia coast. 
It will be their first Christmas away 
from Washington since Mr. Coolidge 
became president. ‘The date for the 
president's return to the capital is still 
uncertain, some doubt having been ex- 
pressed as to whether he would arrive 
in time for the reconvening of con- 
gress. 

Before departing for the south, the

Washington officials estimated that 
$550,000,000 had been released from 
Christmas savings in banks, an in- 
crease of ten per cent over last year. 
Dividends and interest payments so 
far in December have been $560,000,- 
000, or 15 per cent more than last 
December. | 

Secretary of Commerce Whiting es- 
timated that at least 50 per cent of 
the additional. money would go into 
trade channels, 
: The general index of wholesale 
prices was only slightly higher than 
the same week a year ago.

The association of commerce in 
Chicago just completed a survey of 
forty business houses showing that 
Chicagoans are spending $193,980,000 
on Christmas, or about six per cent 
more than last year. The following 
Significant figures were revealed: 

Jewelers reported a ten per cent in- 
crease in business, chain stores 12 per 
cent and mail order houses 15 per 
cent. The flow of gold through Chi- 
cago banks for the second week in 
December was 28.3 per cent greater 
than in the same period of 1927. 

Debits in individual accounts for 
the week ending December 12 totaled 
$1,100,340,000 while at the same time 
last year the total was only $857,- 
727.000 

Turkey prices in general were a 
little lower than at Thanksgiving and 
about the same as last year. They 
cost 31 to 41 cents a pound in Chi- 
cago. 45 to 60 in New York and 45 
to 55 in Washington. Food prices 
had changed little from last year, with 
some articles higher and some lower. 
so that the Christmas dinner should 
cost about the same. Incidentally, 
government experts figured that a 
turkey this year cost about as much 
as a whole Christmas dinner in 1913.

New York, (December 
The New York Times today says 
that Commander Evangeline Booth, 
chief executive of the Salvation 
Army in the United States, sailed se- 
cretly for England on the Olympic 
early today on a journey that may 
end with the removal of her brother, 
General Bramwell Booth, as interna- 
tional head of the army and _. her 
election. 

A reform element within the Sal- 
vation Army, which for eight years 
has been seeking to persuade General 
Booth to give up his autocratic rule, 
says the Times, has caused the call- 
ing of the high council of the army 
in London on January 8 to decide 
whether General Booth should be re- 
moved on the ground of unfitness to 
continue his duties. 

General Booth is 72 years old and 
has been in failing health for some 
years, 
to change the constitution were halt- 
ed last May when he became seriously 
ill. 

Under the constitution of the army 
General Booth is the sole ruler and 
upon his death can pass the leader- 
ship to anyone of his chocsing by 
placing the name in a sealed envelope 
to be opened after his death. This 
was done by his father, Wiliiam 
Booth, founder of the army, who ap- 
pointed the present ruler. 

Bramwell Booth is understood to 
have followed his father’s example 
and to have enclosed the name of 
one of his seven children in an en- 
velope. 

If Bramwell Booth is deposed, the 
high council will appoint his succes- 
sor. Commander Booth, says the 
Times, has not put’ herself forward 
for the post, but she will be urged for 
the place by other American delegates. 
They regard her as the logical choice 
because she is a daughter of the found- 
er and because of the growth of the 
army in the United States under her 
leadership. 

Commander Booth sailed under a 
fictitious name in order to avoid pub- 
licity, but the Times says the fact 
that she sailed was confirmed by 
George W. Wickersham, attorney for 
the Salvation Army in the United 
States. 

The meeting of the high council will 
be the first ever held. It was called 
as a result of a written demand by 
seven commissioners as requested by 
the constitution. All the signers have 
their headquarters in London. The 
meeting will be attended by 63 com- 
missioners and territori*! leaders in 
command of. the Salvation Army forces 
in 83 countries and colonies. There 
are six commissioners in the United 
States. The. council can remove the 
presiding hend by a three-fourths vote 
and by a two-thirds vote elect a suc- 
cessor.

PAC AND CRUISE 
BILLS SEEN VOTED 


Hope of Early, Favorable 


Action on Both Meas- 
ures Expressed to Cool- 
idge by Leaders. 


Washington, December 22.—(P)— 
Hope of early and favorable action 
on both the Kellogg anti-war treaty 
and the cruiser construction bill after 
the holiday recess was expréssed to 
President Coolidge today by senate 
lenders. 

Confidence of Chairman Borah, of 
the foreign relations committee, who 
is sponsoring the treaty in the sen- 
ate, in its ability to draw support, 
has led the leaders to believe the pact 
may get to a vote ahead of the naval 
bill. 

The arrangement for dual consid- 
eration of the two propositions was 
explained to the president today by 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, the repub- 
lican leader; Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, the prospective leader, succeed- 
ing Curtis when he becomes vice presi- 
dent, and Chairman Hale, of the sen- 
ate naval committee. 

Mr. Coolidge was represented as 
well pleased with the program where- 
by the naval bill and the treaty will 
come before the senate on an equal 
footing or far as consideration is con- 
cerned and he expressed the hope there 
would be no conflict between the two. 

The naval bill, providing for fif- 
teen new cruisers, will be the unfin- 
ished business on the legislative cal- 
endar and the treaty the unfinished 
business on the executive calendar. It 
will be up to the senate to decide by 
majority vote which shall be consid- 
ered. 


Some treaty proponents believe the 
pact will be voted upon and ratified 
within three days and that then the 
naval bill will reach a vote several 
days later. Confidence has been ex- 
pressed that because of the arrange- 
ments for double cons#deration no fili- 
buster will be waged against either. 
But there is no doubt that the repub- 
lican independents, led by Senator 
Norris, Nebraska, will make a deter- 
mined fight against the naval bill. 
Senator King, democrat, Utah, is also 
bitterly oposed to the bill. 

Likewise the treaty faces some op- 
position. Senator Reed, democrat, 
Missouri, and Senator Moses, repub- 
lican, New Hampshire, will wage a 
stubborn fight for adoption of their 
“interpretative resolution in connec- 
tion with ratification of the treaty.

ASKED BY LIBRARY 


Annual Report of Miss 
Tommie Dora Barker 
Says That Poor Equip- 
ment Handicaps Staff. 


A plea for additional financial as- 
sistance and increased equipment for 
the Carnegie library system of At- 
lanta was before Mayor J. N. Rags- 
dale Saturday in the annual report of 
Miss Tommie Dora Barker, librarian. 

Operation of the library under the 
facilities available prove a great hand- 
icap to her and her assistants, Miss 
Barker reported. “Either the patrons 
er the office workers must be made to 
suffer for our lack of equipment,” 
Miss Barker says. “At present the 
sacrifice is being divided with the of- 
fice force bearing the brunt of the 
burden.” 

In the annual reports of recent 
years the librarian repeatedly has 
called attention to the handicaps met 
here. 

Storage Situation Acute. 

“The situation at the main library 
regarding shelf space and _ storage 
room has become acute,” Miss Barker 
says in her report. The sum of $25,- 
000 is needed to extend our accommo- 
dations in the main library at once 
and this wvould not hinder any alter- 
ations which might be made later.” 

Miss Barker also cites bond issues 
of a number of cities which have en- 
abled those cities to provide a better 
library than Atlanta. Included in this 
list are Birmingham, with an issue of 
$650,000, Mobile with an issue of

EXTRA SESSION 
URGED FOR APR 


Majority Leader of House 
Thinks Reconvening of 
Congress Vital If Farm 
Relief Fails Now. 


Washington, December 22.—()— 
Representative Tilson, of Connecticut, 
the house republican leader, believes 
that April 15 would be a proper time 
for the convening of an extra session 
of congress to consider tariff revision 
and farm relief legislation. 

Declaring that he was certain no 
one could speak with authority as to 
whether or when President-elect Hoo- 


pver would call a special session, the 


majority leader said he felt such a 
session would be called in event no 
generally acceptable farm relief leg- 
isation was passed at the present ses- 
sion. He added few members of the 
house seemed hopeful that a satisfac- 
tory farm relief measure would be 
passed at this session. 

Tilson said that if the coming con- 
gress was to undertake the revision 
of tariff, which must be general, the 
work should be done as early as pos- 
sible and before any other subject but 
farm relief legislation was taken up. 

With one house considering tariff 
revision and the other farm relief in 
a session calléd about April 15, Til- 
son said, better legislation affecting 
those problems probably would result 
in a much shorter time than at a 
later date. The laws could become 
effective before July 4, he added. 

The majority leader disclosed his 


views in a statement issued today, in 
which he declared he spoke “for no 
one but myself.” 

Pointing out that the house ways 
and means committee had completed 
pees to hold hearings in January and 
‘ebruary on the proposed tariff re- 
vision, Tilson said this was done so 
that a tariff will could be prepared 
within six weeks of March 4, and be 
yaa later to the house for ac- 
ion. 

“If the extra session should con- 
vene on April 15,” Tilson continued, 
“consideration in the house could be 
completed before May 15. Meanwhile. 
the senate could hold its hearings on 
the bill reported to the house so that 
immediate consideration could be be- 
gun in that body. In this way ample 
consideration could be given in both 
houses and the bill could become a 
law before July 4.” 

Tilson said that he believed his 
plan could be “rapidly carried out 
provided there is a reasonable dis- 
position to waive minor differences 
and act together promptly for the 
publie good.” 

Suggesting that the incoming presi- 
dent would “doubtless familiarize him- 
self with all the facts and conditions 
upon his return and act accordingly” 
with regard to a special session, Til- 
son said, “it will doubtless he called 
if no satisfactory farm relief leg- 
islation has been enacted in the mean- 
time.” 

“Many believe that additional 
tariff legislation at all means a gen-

Rio Janiero, December 22.—Shower- 
ed with additional manifestations of 
friendship by Brazilians for the Unit- 
ed States, Herbert Hoover today had 
the most strenuous morning, afternoon 
and evening of his whole South Amer- 
ican tour. He seemed to enjoy every 
minute of the round of official and un- 
official receptions and greetings. 

The most impressive scenes of the 
day were furnished when he appeared 
at a special joint session of congress 
and at a called meeting of the supreme 
court in mid-afternoon. To _ these 
events an elaborate state dinner in the 
banguet room of the presidential palace 
tonight furnished a climax with an- 
other scene of splendor. 

Between times Mr. Hoover took a 
ride of 60 miles in an automobile 
along the seashore and through moun- 
tains and valleys. He also attended 
a luncheon at his temporary home in 
Guanabera palace and held a reception 
for the American colony at the Amer- 
ican embassy, 

At the start of the automobile ride 
the president-elect made a magnificent 
gesture by dismissing the secret sery- 
ice guard with a declaration that he 
needed no protection from Brazilians. 
Everywhere that he was scheduled to 
appear, huge crowds awaited patiently 
to see and cheer him and he answered 
every salutation with waves, bows and 
smiles. 

Congress Honors Party. 

When calling on congress and on the 

Supreme court he was under police es- 


cort and was also accompanied by a 
regiment of dragoons clad in white uni- 
forms and wearing gilded helmets top- 
ped with tall orange colored plumes on 
one side and with a long cluster of 
black feathers hanging from behind. 
The smart appearing troops brought 
praise from Mr. Hoover and from 
members of his party. 

Upon the arrival at the chamber 
of deputies a magnificent new building 
erected upon the site of an old prison, 
Mr. Hoover was greeted by Dr. An- 
tonio Azeredo, president of the senate, 
and Dr. Rigo Barros, president of the 
chamber. He was escorted through 
lines of roldiers up a marble staircase 
and thence to the speaker's rostrum, 
which was high above the floor of the 
house.

Four 
of you go back to your stations and 
ask for other assignments,” he ordered. 

Just as those people of Bagdad 
‘were startled to find their ruler and as 
the police were to confront Theodore 
‘Roosevelt in the night life belt, so are 
modern police startled by the drastic 
measures that this business efficiency 
expert has put into practice in New 


York. 

Coins New Phrases.

relieve. The building has simply out- 
grown the demands upon it. 
“Similarly, attention has been call- 
el to the inadequate branch library 
facilities in West End and Inman 
park and the need urged for suitable 
buildings for each of these centers 
of population. Nothing has been 
done and, in the meantime, other sec- 
tions of the city are clamoring for 
library facilities, to meet which plans 
should be made. A branch is espe- 
cially needed in the northern section 
of the city where there is a large cen- 
ter of population remote from a li- 
brary agency. 
Bond Issue Requested for Permanent 
Improvements. 


“To bring the physical equipment 
of the library plant abreast of pres- 
ent needs and provide for any future 
development would require at least 
$500,000. The library board has re- 
spectfully urged that a bond issue 
be taken under consideration by city 
council for library purposes. Other 
cities, many of them not as large as 
Atlanta, are making generous pro- 
vision for the public library in this 
manuer. °

“While other cities are measuring 
their appreciation of libraries in terms 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
invested in library buildings. Atlanta 
is still measuring its appreciation in 
terms of $24,000. 

Internal Routine. 


“Imposing as are the figures which 
express the library’s service to the 
public they do not in any way convey 
the volume of work that must be per- 
formed behind the scenes in order to 
make this service possible. In the 
matter of the number of books lent. 
approximately 900,000 volumes were 
lent for home reading in 1928. Some 
idea of the amount of work involved 
in this act can be had when it is 
realized that each book circulated 
must be handled at the very least 
four times and most of them many 
times more. 

“Books are the library’s stock in 
trade and records must be kept for 
the library stock as for any other 
business. All books acquired during 
the year must be recorded on the stock 
record and index cards made for them, 
a process described by the library as 
cataloging the book. 16,000 books were 
cataloged in 1928, involving the mak- 
ing and filing of 75,000 index cards, 

“The selection and _ purchase of 
books is another process calling for 
highly specialized knowledge both of 
the library’s collection of books and 
the field of books in general, and in- 
volving careful research and discrimi- 
nating judgment. ‘Twelve thousand 
books were selected and purchased in 
1928, 

“The wear and tear on the books 
in the constant turnover in circula- 
tion causes many to have to be re- 
paired, or discarded. Thirty-eight thou- 
sand books were repaired in the year, 
4.000 were discarded as worn out, and 
3,000 were bound. 

“Similarly, to say that 34,000 peo- 
ple were given information in the ref- 
erence department and 3,000 inquiries 
answered over the telephone does not 
tell the whole story of the work of 
the research department of the library, 
The subject of inquiry may have re- 
quired many hours of investigation 
and the following up of clews evident 
only to the expert in research, ques- 
tion such as, which of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence were 
Masons, why Argentine trades with 
European countries instead of with 
the United States, or to what extent 
the gilding of a radiator decreases the 
heat radiation. 

“Again, to say that 323,000 books 
were lent to the children of Atlanta 
is not to tell all of the work that is 
being done by the children’s depart- 
ment. To mention another activity 
that is quite as important as lending 
them books to read is that of teaching 
them how to use books and how te 
use the library. This is accomplished 
through the visits of the 142 classes

Va., eagerly opened a box of popcorn 
and swallowed a tiny metallic toy 
motorcycle which came as a prize in 
the package. Physicians and surgeons 
have tried unsuccessfully all week to 
dislodge the toy from the child’s throat 
and tonight the boy was in a serious 
condition at a hospital here. 

The toy was about one and one- 
half inches long. An X-ray revealed 
that it lodged in the pulmonary re- 
gion. 


OVAL AFGHAN TROOPS 
DRIVE AGAINST REBELS 
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New Delhi, India, December 
(P)—The Afghan government has 
agreed that the British air force shall 
remove all British and Indian women 
and children from the legation at Ka- 
bul tomorrow. 

London, December 22. — () — 
Troops loyal to King Amanullah, of 
Afghanistan, have taken the offensive 
and advices today told of the defeats 
of rebels. 
London, however, acknowledged that 
the revolt was a serious one. 

The soviet news agency, Tass, said 
that a battle was begun by loyal 
troops that attacked the Bagibala 
hills which were held by the Afghan 
rebels. Military headquarters were 
confident that the insurgents wodld 
soon be driven from their strong en- 
trenchments. 

Troops of King Amanullah were 
stated to have repulsed the rebels in 
the environs of Kabul, the capital. 
The soldiers were pursuing them in 
the direction of Charikara, about 30 
miles to the north of Kabul. 

The Afghan lTIegation announced 
that rebel tribes that had been op- 
erating in the East were faced by an 
Afghan army which prevented their 
moving on the capital. Loyal reen- 
forcements arrived in Kabul from dif- 
ferent provinces and others were on 
their way to the support of their king. 

The Afghan legation, in describing 
the course of the revolt, said that 
7,000 well armed men disguised as 
Afghan troops participated in the dis- 
orders around Kabul. Earlier this 
week the legation had stated that the 
disturbances were created by 420 
bandits. The disguise adopted by the 
rebels was thought to have lead to 
the unconfirmed report that the army 
had revolted. 

As the rebels advanced down the 
Baghi Bela road the Afghan guard 
at the British legation fled. But the 
British minister closed the legation 
gates and warned the insurgents of 
international immunity of all  lega- 
tions. 

The insurgents then moved east- 
ward in the direction of Kabul city. 
This cut the British legation off for 
some time. ‘Iwo or three days later 
the rebels were routed by Afghan 
troops and driven back to their hills 
in the north. Since then, the Afghan 
legation announced, there have been 
no hostile troops in or near Kabul. 

Direct communications with Af- 
ghanistan have now been restored. 
They were interrupted on Wednesday 
when rebels damaged the _ electrical 
works 30 miles north of the city. 
Vhile communications were being re- 
stored messages were relayed by way 
of Russia.

FEARED APPROACHING 


Health Officials Warn of 
Serious Consequences in 
New Onslaught. 


Washington, December 22.—(/)— 
The possibility of a second and more 
severe wave of influenza following the 
present outbreak was discussed today 
by public health officials, who began 
considering plans for studying the sit- 
uation at first hand with a view of 
preventing such an occurrence. 


While their program for this was 
not completed, federal. authorities in- 
dicated they would seek to add to 
their knowledge of the disease thronch 
both laboratory and ffield = studies, 
These studies would be carried on by 
public health offices in several repre- 
sentative areas in various parts of the 
country, 


“The percentage of cases in the 
United States for the week ending 
December 15,” it was said, “was as 
great as it was at the peak of the 
epidemie of 1920.” 

At the same time they noted that 
the most severe epidemic of «recent 
years, that of 1918, came in two 
waves, the first mild and the second 
one of severe cases. While they saw 
no reason for publie alarm, they said 
the second wave was “always to be 
considered.” 

The studies under consideration 
would be undertaken, they explained, 
in the hope that the information gain- 
ed would prove helpful in combatting 
a second wave. 

10 Per Cent Infection. 

Data collected by federal and lo- 
cal health authorities and by scien- 
tists during the 1918 epidemic in the 
United States constitute the most 
complete study of influenza outbreaks 
available. The studies contemplated 
would serve to round out this and 
other information on the subject. 

Statisticians of the publie health 
service completed a chart today show- 
ing that if the number of cases for 
the week ending December 15—200) 
per 100,000 population—continued 
throughout the year, the annual per- 
centage of cases would be 10,000 per 
100,000 population. They had no. in- 
dication, however, that the _ rate 
would continue to increase. 

Comparison between the number of 
cases this year and during the 1918 
outbreak was impossible, officers 
said, but added it was their opinion 
the 191S outbreak was considerably 
longer. 

Officers still were puzzled at the 
great number of cases in this out- 
break and the relatively negligible 
mortality. Reports from 7S large 
cities showed 1,145 deaths from in- 
fluenza and 45,608 from pneumonia 
during the period between October 2S 
and December 15. There were 500.- 
000 deaths from influenza and pneu- 
monia, it was stated, during the 
1918 epidemic.

~ Bucharest, Rumania, December 
(?)—The program of governmental re- 
form which Juliu Maniu, head of the 
peasant party cabinet, has projected 
for Rumania, was presented at the 
opening session of the new parlia-

throne was read by Prince Nicholas 
who, clad in an admirals uniform, 
ueted on behalf of the regency fo: 
the boy king, Michael. 

Conspicuous in the long list of in- 
ternal reforms was a promise for ra- 
tional protective measures against an 
influx of foreign goods. The docu- 
ment also called for decentralization 
of the government and a policy of lo- 
cal autonomy for the various prov- 
inces at the kingdom. Reorganization 
of the army, the police, the gendar- 
merie and other public services was 
promised. 

Prince Nicholas announced that there 
were no obstacles to prevent a ta- 
vorable foreign loan that could be 
used for stabilization of the currency 
and the rebabilitation of railroads and 
industries.

With the Carnegie library build- 
ing originally given to the city, free 
of all cost, by the great steel mag- | 
nate-philanthropist; with annual 
maintenance cost held to a figure 
nothing short of ridiculous in its 
inadequacy, and with the loyal Staff 
of library workers receiving salaries | 
far below those pawl for similar | 
work in sister cities, facts and io 
ures on the local library situation 
paint a picture of almost unbeliev- | 
able civic neglect. | 

Atlanta, during all her years, has 
spent less than $24,000 on library 
buildings. In 1928, a miserfy sum 
. of $118,000 was spent to maintain | 
the city libraries and to pay the sal- | 
aries of the 41 people employed—a 
number woefully insufficient for the | 
importance of the work involved.

Columbus’ Visit. 


Columbus’ visit to the Isthmus of 
Panama was made on his fourth voy- 
age to the new world and, when the 
American orators approach the port 
of Cristobal for the passage to the 
Tacific, they will be sailing the very 
waters scanned by the discoverer when 
he examined every craney along the 
‘coast in his feverish search for the 
waterway he believed would lead him 
through to the wealth of the Orient. 
In the midst of his labors, Colfinbus 
founded Nombre de Dios, a little set- 
tlement which later fell before the at- 
tacks of raiders. 

Other explorers, too, sought a pas- 
sage across that narrow bit of land. It 
remained for Balboa, however, to dis- 
cover an ocean broader than the At- 
lantic westward of Panama, when, 
from a peak of land overlooking San 
Miguel bay, he first set eyes upon the 
Pacifie ocean late in September, 1513. 

Balboa had beat his way through 
dense jungle brush and over the moun- 
tainous backbone of the continent, 
taking weeks to complete the passage, 
while the orators, thanks to mans eh- 
deavors, will be lifted gently over 
these ranges upon the shimmering sur- 
face of the canal ribbon that steps its 
way through a series of gigantic locks. 

Cristobal Modern Port. 

Cristobal, port city of the Canal 
Zone, at the Atlantic ocean entrance 
to the canal and landing place for the 
oratorical party, is a modern commu- 
nity of port facilities which are among 
the finest in the western hemisphere. 
N’wenty 10,000-ton vessels may dock 
there at once in ease, Since the coun- 
try in which they will be at that time 
is so intimately associated with Co- 
lumbus, the orators will visit the 
famed statue of the discoverer which 
Empress Eugenie gave to Cristobal 
during the French occupation of the 
city, Another showplace of the city,

even merging with Cristobal. 

Colon was founded in a low marsh 
land in 1850 as the Atlante terminal 
of the Panama railroad, It first was 
known as Aspinwall in honor of Wil- 
liam H. Aspinwall, owe of the six 
Americans who financed the road. Liv- 
ing quarters then were little frame 
shacks and sanitation Was neglected 
so that the city was little more than a 
tropical death-trap. ‘Today, Gere 
a population of 31,500 persons with 
miles of paved streets, motorized trai- 
fic and other adjuncts of the modern 
city.

Tries To Play Santa Claus 


Crowd of Urchins Reach 
Office When Word Goes 
Out He Is Giving Away 
750,000 Presents.

_ New York, December 22.—(United 
News.)—A dapper, spatted gray- 
haired man tried to play Santa Claus 
to thousands of New York children 
today and before it was all over he 
had to call out police riot squads mere- 
ly because some urchin doubted he 
had 750,000 presents. _ 

The Santa Claus was Edward West 
“Daddy” Browning, the real estate 
man whose fancy for adopted young 
girls and his marriage to one of them 
‘have brought him more yatds of pub- 
' licity than. almost ahy other man in 
New York. He always has liked 
crowds and today he had a plenty. 

Last year “Daddy” Browning play- 
el Santa Claus to thousands of chil- 
dren, giving away dolls, fire engines, 
Teddy bears which would play arias 
from operas and other gadgets. 

He decided to play Santa Claus to 
New York's children again this year. 


At his palatial suite of offices just | 


above Columbus Square—one of the 
busiest sections of Broadway—he 
gathered together his 750,000 pres- 
ents; 26 assistant Santa Clauses and 
then sat back in his chair to wait for 


the crowd. He didn’t have long to 
wait. 
Big Line Forms Early. 

At dawn a line started forming on 
Broadway. By 8 a. m.—the announc- 
ed time for the doors to open—there 
was a queue stretching one block down 
Broadway, two blocks over on Sixtieth 
street and then two blocks up Central 
Park West. 

It was a curious crowd, one which 
gave a decidedly good picture of New 
York’s populace. 

There were husky men carrying ur- 
chins in their arms. There were moth- 
ers carrying their infants and dragging 
behind them two and three children. 
They weren't all children of the poor 
by any means, One fur-coated little 
girl stood in front of a chesty young- 
ster whose vocabulary and hoarseness 
of voice denoted East Side upbringing 
whereas his mannerisms showed resi- 
dence not far off Fifth and Park ave- 
hues, 

The line moved slowly. As: each 
child squirmed through the door, 
bumping shoulders with those going 
out, he or she was met ‘by a genial, 
although scrawny, Santa Claus. One 
by one tlie 24 Santa Clauses were met 
and a toy received. Fountain pens, 
horns, whistles, bags, wrist watches, 
dolls and other things too numerous 
to mention were handed out. 


“Daddy” Beams in Office. 


“Daddy” Browning sat in his office 
and beamed. He didn’t have a care 
about any of the things his wife—the 
blonde “Peaches” Heenan—might 
have said about his gifts of honking 
ganders, He didn’t care for any of the 
things said at the time he adopted 
Mary Spas only to find out she was 
a grown up lady. : 

Tie had attracted a crowd again and 
was assured of plenty of publicity 
lines. 

3ut out on the street an urchin 
got a little weary of standing in the 
cold and moving at the rate of about 
one foot every 20 minutes. 

“I’ wonder if they got enough toys 
to go around?” 

That thought 
‘gained different 
finally became: 

“There aren’t enough presents to go 
ground,” : 

200,000 Tots in Jam. 

And right there and then Broadway 
saw the swellest stampede il has seen 
in years. Some 200,000 youngsters 
erushed forward towards the office 
building. ‘The 50 patrolmen who had 
been assigned to keep things moving 
were just as though they might have 
been some of the toy patrolmen Daddy 
Browning was giving away. 

One entire group of children fell 
through a’ great plateglass window of 
a motor car show room on the first 
floor of the office -building. 

The stairway leading to the second 
floor was massed, Children who had 
received their gifts tried to go down. 
Those on the stairway tried to go up 
before the supply diminished. Tempo- 
rarily there was a _ deadlock until 
those trying to get in won and tram- 
pled over the children trying to get 
out. Three little girls and a woman 
were hurt, two so badly they had to 
be taken to a hospital. 

Browning Calls Cops. 

One assistant Santa Claus told 
Daddy Browning about the swell riot 
he had started. Browning called the 
police. Riot squads came over to 
find Broadway traffic snarled, thou- 
sands of children pounding at the en- 
trance to the Browning suite, women 
screaming and men cursing. 

For an hour the jam continued. 
Finally police placed a cordon around 
the building—just as though there 
might a fire—and brought peace, 
particularly by saying that there were 
plenty of presents to go around. 

The children quieted and the order- 
ly march to the Daddy Browning col- 
lection of toys continued. 

Browning insisted that he started 
with 750,000 toys. Doors were closed 
at 5 p. m. with numerous children 
still lined down Broadway and Brown- 
ing assured the doors would be opened 
again Monday.

and exchanging greetings, arose and 
applauded vigorously. Crowded gal- 
leries looked down upon the unusual 
scene, the octagonal shaped chamber 
being bathed in light which swept 
through a multi-colored dome. This 
high dome was patterned to represent 
brazilian skies and it showed the prin- 
cipal constellations of the southern 
hemisphere. : 

The guest of honor was seated at 
the right hand of Dr. Azeredo with | 
Dr. Barros on his left. A bell rang 
to bring the house to order and then 
the president of the senate delivered 
in his native tongue a dramatic speech 
dealing with the friendship of Mr. 
Hoover as president. He hailed as a 
good omen the selection of an engi- 
neer as a chief executive, saying that 
this was an age of engineering. 

_Dr. Barros delivered a welcome in 
Similar tone, after which Mr. Hoover 
arose with manuscript in hand, again 
the senators and deputies came to 
their feet applauding, and the presi- 
dent-elect bowed right and left in 
acknowledgement. 

His speech, read in English and 
later translated into Portuguese, con- 
tained a declaration that new forms 
of greed and tyranny growing from 
new discoveries, must be met with 
wise restraint. This sentiment brought 
renewed applause, 

Proceeding to the supreme court 
building. a few blocks away, another 
crowd greeted Mr. Hoover. He was 
met at the door of the court by Dr. 
Godofredo Cunha, president of the 
tribunal. A band in an inner hallway 
plaved the “Star-Spangled Banner” 
as the guest was escorted to a recep- 
tion room on the second floor. 

Formalities there were dispensed 
with, Dr. Cunha beginning his address 
of welcome while crowds were still 
seeking to fight their way into the 
room, Alespite efforts of the police to 
restrain them. Members of the court, 
in their long robes, surrounded their 
president and Mr. Hoover. 

The latter replied briefly to the 
welcome by the court, thanking the 
august body for the high honor of re- 
ceiving him. He also outlined his 
own idea that the growing complexity 
of civilization has placed upon courts 
the duty of formulating concepts of 
justice to meet these new forces and 
agencies, 

From the court Mr. Hoover pro- 
ceeded to the American embassy, 
where for an hour, with Mrs. Hoover 
—who spent most of the day buying 
Christmas presents—he received the 
American colony and other visitors 
who flowed through the building in a 
steady stream. 

President Luis Speaks. 

After snatching about 60 minutes’ 
rest, the Hoovers late in the evening 
went to the presidential palace for 
the state dinner. ‘There was a bril- 
liant company of guests, including dip- 
lomats and members of the American 
naval’ and the French military mis- 
sions to Brazil. 

Grecting Mr. Hoover as a friend of 
nr President Washington Luis 
said: 

“He is undoubtedly a great rep- 
resentative of a great nation. He pos- 
sesses and has carried to a very high 
degree, all the fundamental qualities 
of his race, all the virtues of the noble 
people to whom he belongs.” 

After reviewing Mr. Hoover’s work 
in and since the war, the Brazilian 
president said with a dramatic ges- 
ture: 

“Were it still permitted to concede 
titles, I would demand for Mr. Hoo- 
ver that of ‘Friend of Humanity,’ the 
qualities of his aspirations and of the 
ideals which have put in evidence the 
name of Hoover from a substratum, a 
basie condition of that already formed 
race, that already constituted people, 
that already organized nation in North 
America which at this moment keeps 
and maintains the highest type of 
civilization. 

“Its political institutions are origi- 
naPand splendid. They maintain and 
develop all individual rights and all 
public liberties. They powerfuly con- 
firm republican democracy and give 
satisfaction to our present day anxie- 
ties and aspirations. 

America Is Ideal. 


“All the fundamental ideas of west- 

ern civilization, work, capital, prop- 
erty, virtuous family and God and re- 
ligion, around which we_ rally at 
a momentous assembly hall, are con- 
secrated there as the essence of that 
great nation. In fact, the Sins 
‘Union and United States’ are conserv- 
ed in laws, but the word ‘American’ 
has been exalted by the coming of this 
great people.” 
Herbert Hoover, replying to Presi- 
dent Washington Luis, of Brazil, at 
a banquet in the national palace to- 
night said: 

“You have fiven expression to the 
noble and elevated friendship of Bra- 
zil for my country and you have for- 
mulated in words of courtesy the wel- 
come which has overwhelmed myself 
and my colleagues since our landing 
yesterday on your shores. 

“It is difficult indeed to make a re- 
ply which adequately represents the 
response of all our hearts to the at- 
mosphere of charming kindness and 
friendliness of the people of youf great 
city. I hope my visit here will be 
accepted as the responsive sentiment 
of one hundred and ten million of 
my countrymen toward the people of 


Brazil. 
Reception Gratifying. 


“T know that on these occasions it 
is usual to refer to that unbroken 
span of good will which traverses 
the whole history of our two conti- 
nents. Nor is it trite or commonplace 
to give veice to the facts for when 
true friends meet the renewal of their

formal relationships between nations. 
It has been proven by sympathy and 
mutual support in times of trial and 
by mutual satisfaction 
success and triumph. Never has a 
cloud passed even in our dry words 
of diplomatic communication. Public 
opinion between our two peoples has 
always n most happy. 

“No one could fail to be moved by 
the hundreds of thousands of smiling 
men and women and joyous children 
who lined your streets in demonstra- 
tion of the feeling they have toward 
my countrymen. No language can 
interpret the overwhelming waves of 
sentiment they have extended to us. 
It is itself proof of complete confi- 
dence in the serene and helpful friend- 
ship between our countries. 


Friendship of Nations. 


“We have established between us 
a powerful tradition of earnest coop- 
eration to common welfare. To main- 
tain that tradition is not only an 
obligation but a satisfaction to every 
leader in my country. To impair or 
destroy its growth would be an act of 
unparalleled wickedness, for in it lies 
the most benevolent of all human 
forces, that of peace not through fear 
but through affection. 

“Friendship between nations is far 
more dependent upon sympathy and 
understanding than upon material in- 
terests. But the cultivation of forces 
which lead to this end does not pre- 
clude mutual economic interests. Some 
persons seem to think that trade be- 
tween nations is solely for money mak- 
ing purposes and therefore is more 
often a source of friction than of 
good will. Yet as a matter of fact 
economic interchange is a part of 
whole and mutual civilization. 

“I know of no better instance of 
economic mutuality of nations than 
that of Brazil and the United States. 
A large part of Brazil lies in the 
tropical zone and possesses unlimited 
opportunity for tropical productions.

Deaths Brings 


The Constitution and the North American Newspaper Alliance 
asked Jose P. Guggiari, president of Paraguay, to present Paraguay’s 
side in its controversy with Bolivia, which he has done in the follew- 


ing article, sent by cable.

Asuncion, Paraguay, December 22. 
On the western side of the Paraguay 
river extends a vast territory, several 
thousand square miles, Since colonial 


days this territory, Gran Chaco, has 
been a part of the jurisdiction of the 


government of Asuncion. 

This can be easily explained. 
Asuncion, as capital of the province 
of Paraguay, was the most important 
colonization nucleus of all districts ad- 
joining the river of the same name. It 


was in Asuncion, therefore, that the 
Spaniards concentrated their efforts 
to dominate the neighboring regions, 
ineluding Gran Chaco. 

When independence was attained the 
territory of Gran Chaco naturally be- 
came a part of the territorial estate of 
the new republic of Paraguay, which 
inherited the Spanish province of 
Paraguay. Nobody ever seriously dis- 
puted this.

Dependency on Trade. 


“A century ago our countries 
could and did live a_ primitive life 
without the exchange of products of 
the temperate zone for coffee, rub- 
ber and a seore of other articles, To- 
day, however, but for the products 
we exchange not a single automo- 
bile would run, not a single dynamo 
turn, not a telephone, telegraph or 
radio operate, and a thousand daily 
luxuries would disappear. In fact 
without these exchanges of commodi- 
ties huge masses of humanity who 
have become dependent upon an in- 
tensive and high-attuned civilization 
could not be kept alive. 

“IT vould point out the same de- 
pendent relations on trade in almost 
every country. ‘Therefore let none 
think that international trade is only 
the noisy dickering of merchants and 
bankers—it is the life blood of modern 
civilization. 

“Another form of exchange where 
mutual interests rise to the highest 
aspects is the exchange of scientific 
ideas, experience in government, in- 
tellectual thought and culture, 

“In our two great continents we 
are still in the making of a mate- 
rial civilization. We are still en- 
gaged in expansion of  transporta- 
tion, electrical power development 
and improvement of agriculture. We 
are still pushing highways across 
plains and mountains, we are still 
bridging streams, digging harbors 
and waterways, we are still combat- 
ting the ravages of disease. We are 
about to undertake communication by 
airplane, 

Must Strengthen Good Will. 

“The experience in applied science 
and in administration which each of 
us gains from these undertakings is 
the joint fund of us all. Science and 
technology know no fears and know 
all languages. Nor is this field of in- 
tellectual ideas and exchanges con- 
fined to science and technology and 
the results of scientific research. The 
development of literature, art, music 
and drama, the inspiration of lofty 
thought, morals and ideals are forces 
which make for increasing satisfac- 
tion and nobility among men. 

“fT should like to see a more defi- 
nitely organized effort not only be- 
tween cultural institutions—especially 
students, teachers and professional 
men—of my country and your coun- 
try, but between all our western na- 
tions, We all have something vital 
to contribute to each other and it 
is especially from these exchanges and 
contacts that we gain the respect and 
esteem which so greatly strengthen 
the foundations of international 
friendship. 

“I feel our intellectual exchanges 
must be expanded beyond the daily 
news, motion pictures and other in- 
cidentals. They cannot give a full 
cross section of the national culture 
of any one of. us. 

Compliments Luis. 

“The news is cancerned with the 
events of the day, and unfortunately 
wickedness is often greater news than 
righteousness, probably because it is 
more unusual, The moving picture 
cannot give a full perspective of na- 
tional character for it is in the main 
concerned with entertainments. 

“IT am offering no criticism of 
these agencies but I only hope that 
we may definitely organize and great- 
ly enlarge those exchanges that make 
for more lofty appreciations and for 
more vital force in human progress. 

“Mr. President, I would that I 
could adequately express the admira- 
tion which I have for this beautiful 
city which is proof of the progress 
of a great nation. And again I 
should like to express appreciation 
for the gratitude which and my 
colleagues feel toward you and the 
people of Brazil. for the reception 
which we have received. It demon- 
strates the charming courtesy and 
hospitality so highly developed in 
your people. 

“In conclusion I pray that divine 
providence may continue to guide the 
leaders of our countries in those 
courses which uphold and maintain 
our mutual faith. And I wish to ex- 
press my admiration for the leader- 
ship you have given a great nation.” 

After the banquet President Wash- 
ington Luis and Mr. Hoover received 
more than 1,000 prominent personages 
of the capital at the presidential pal- 
ace, which was elaborately decorated 
with roses as the motif. Eleven of the 
grand salons were named yariously by 
the flowers’ colors, such as green, yel- 
low, red and pink, while others were 
named for former presidents, _ 

The gardens behind the palace ex- 
tending down almost to the waters of 
the harbor were gaily lighted and 
opened«to the guests. The profusion 
of flowers and shrubs were topped by 
lofty palms, some of them the highest 
in the city. 

Mr. Hoover will end his stay in Rio 


Janeiro tomorrow after a church serv-/ £& 


ice in the morning and another auto- 
mobile ride in the afternoon. The bat- 
tleship Utah will sail at 4 p. m. direct 
for Key West, Fla., where Mr. Hoover 
will take a special train to Miami. 
He is to take up his residence on the 
estate of J. C. Penney, near Miami, 
until he goes to Washington for his 
inauguration.

But when this litigation was sub- 
mitted to the arbitrational decision of 
Rutherford Hayes, president of the 
United States, the American execu- 
tive, in view of the titles demonstrated 


‘in him, decided in favor of Paraguay, 


and stated that my country was the 
legitimate owner of this territory. 

These, generally, are the historical 
antecedents relating to the Chaco, 
cause of the conflict between my coun- 
trv and Bolivia. 

Thus the following question comes 
to my mind: If Paraguay is the ex- 
clusive owner of Gran Chaco, even 
having an arbitrational decision in its 
favor, how can it be explained that 
Golivia appears now as a rival of 
Paraguay for the ownership of Chaco? 

To answer this question I shall give 
a little more background: 

* Background, 


Bolivia inherited the Spanish prov- 
ince of High Peru adjoining the bor- 
der of Paraguay, precisely at the 
northern edge of Gran Chaco. The 
boundaries between the provinces had 
not been properly outlined. The terri- 
torial boundaries of the colonial era 
were somewhat vague and remained so 
after indepndence was gained, 

To eliminate this impression of un- 
certainty, Paraguay and Bolivia signed

1894, which were not ratified later for 
reasons too long to specify here. 

Suffice it to say, though, that in all 
three treaties Paraguay and [olivia 
referred to the question as a “demar- 
It was never, 
in any sense, considered a matter af- 
fecting the domination of Gran Chaco, 
whose Paraguayan ownership was 
never doubted. 

However, following political pertur- 
bation in Paraguay in 1904, Bolivia 
began to change its tactics and to ex- 
pand its ambitions. It clandestinely 
established various forts, and it evi- 
dently had the intention of erecting 
more, toward the east, with the aim 
of occupying as large a part of the 
territory as possible, in order to’ en- 
joy the protection of a de facto occu- 
pation for backing its pretentions in 
future parleys. 

1907 Agreement. 

As Paraguay had to oppose some 
sort of wall to this, an agreement was 
reached in January, 1907, by which 
a zone was marked in which neither 
Bolivians nor Paraguayans could ad- 
vance until the boundary dispute was 
settled through the arbitrational de 
cision of the president of Argentina. 

Unfortunately the president of Ar- 
gentina resigned as arbiter, because 
of a brutal aggression against the Ar- 
= legation in the capital of Bo- 
ivia. 

As the danger of clashes between 
troops of the two countries which 
went too near each other was ever 
there, it was agreed to prolong the 
status quo arranged in the treaty of 
1907 through four successive proto 
cols, signed in 1913, 1915, 1917 and 
1918. This meant that neither Bo- 
livia nor Paraguay could advance to- 
ward the east from the lines of the 
meridians 62 degrees 6 minutes and 61 
degrees 30 minutes Greenwich. 

Charges Advances. 

While Bolivia appeared to respect 
these agreements, and even in 1925, 
through President Saavedra, stated 
that it was strictly observing the 
status quo, its advances continued, 
clandestinely and systematically, not 
only within the zone declared neutral, 
but also within the region expressly 
granted to Paraguay. 

While accumulating all sorts of war 
elements, in which it was investing up 
to 50 .per cent of its national income, 
Bolivia no longer cloaked its intention 
to face the problem as a dispute on the 
domination of Gran Chaco and en- 
deavored to represent Paraguay as a 
mere pretender to that vast territory. 

Incidentally, I must remark that all 
efforts in behalf of civilization, notice- 
able in Gram Chaco, are exclusively due 
to Paraguay. Gran Chaco, because of 
Paraguayan work, is now an enor 
mous industrial and cattle center, 
maintained by the arms and intelli- 
gence of my countrymen. If Bolivians 
have entered this region their entrance 
has been of a military nature. In front 
of a dozen Bolivian forts Paraguay 
has created hundreds of cattle estab- 


Due to Paraguay. 

The great tanning factories and 
sugar centrals which fill with the 
smoke of their chimneys what former- 
ly was wilderness in Gran Chaco, the 
railroads crossing the beautiful plains, 


the ships which navigate the rivers, | 


the thousands of agricultural, forest 
and industrial workers who sprinkle 
woods and meadows with the sweat of 
their brows, the evangelizing missions 
which redeem the native population, 
the settlers who have built cities in 
the interior—all these are due to Para- 
uay. 

But while Paraguay was doing this, 
Bolivia confined itself to the erection 
of clandestine forts in the farthermost 
spots in Gran Cgaco. 

Of course Bolivia could not do any- 
thing else. It is a country where nine- 
tenths of the population are full-blood- 
ed Indians and lacking resources to 
redeem such a territory. 


In Paraguay there is not a single 
negro. The Indians number scarcely 
15,000. A white race, strong, healthy, 
civilized and work-loving, lives in my 
country. There are thousands of 
schools for the education of the people. 


Danger of Clashes. 


Bolivian advances, I repeat, brought 
to Paraguay the realization that it 
was urgent to establish a modus vi- 
vendi between the countries while the 
boundary question was being settled. 


Without a modus vivendi, because of 
Bolivian intemperance, 


deplorable clashes could not be dispell- 
ed. But from several years back to 
the present Bolivia has obstinately re- 


fused to recognize the status quo of 
1907,. wishing to keep free hands to 
continue its usurpation in Gran Chaco, 
even though they meant violations of 
solemn pacts. 

Last year when delegates of both 
countries met in Buenos Aires through 
the initiative of the Argentine govern- 
ment to settle the existing differences, 
the conferences failed owing to the 
stubbornness of the Bolivians. They 
did not wish to hear anything about 
the modus vivendi, which was neces- 
sary. Because if the boundary dispute 
was submitted to arbitration the lack 
of a modus vivendi might cause inci- 
dents which would not permit waiting 
for tranquillity for the decisions of 
the arbiter. This is just what hap- 
pened. 


In the latter part of last August, 
patrols attached to the garrison of 
Bahia Negra, in the northern region 
of the Paraguay river, 1,000 kilometers 
from Asuncion, surprised six high 
chiefs of the Bolivian army in the 
pees of Fortin Galpon (a 
ort.) 

As Bolivians had never before en- 
tered that territory, which had always 
been held by Paraguay, it was logical 
to assume that the military men of the 
neighboring country had not gone there 
with holy intentions, They were freed 
immediately, however, and Bolivia was 
told of the bad impression their in- 
cursion had created in Paraguay, and 
requested that no repetition be al- 
lowed. 


Received With Bullets.

eative attitude, a Bolivian column 
three months later reached the same 
place, and established a fort. 

Learning of this, the chief of the 
garrison at Bahia Negra sent a detach- 
ment to demand that the Bolivians 
leave. Our forces were received with 
bullets, and a battle ensued. It ended 
with the capture of some of the in- 
vaders and the dispersal of the rest. 

In view of the gravity of what had 
taken place, my government, wishing 
to avoid further incidents that might 
lead both countries into war, hastened, 
in accordance with the Gondra pact, 
subscribed at the fifth Pan-American 
conference, and accepted by Bolivia 
last July, to request the appointment 
of an investigating committee, so re 
sponsibility could be fixed. 

Bolivia, however, as answer to the 
conciliatory attitude of my govern- 
ment, gave passports to the Paraguay- 
an representative at La Paz, who had 
to leaye his post in the midst of va- 
rious troubles. Afterward, facing a 
request from the Montevideo perma- 
nent commission, created by the Gon- 
dra pact, Bolivia said that it had not 
adhered to the Gondra pact because 
this adhesion had not yet been ratified 


by the senate. > 
More Yet. 


Refusing to follow the procedure 
suggested by my government, Bolivia 
revealed its aggressive intentions and 
its contempt for peaceful tendencies. 
But there is more set. 

When invited by the conciliation 
and arbitration conference which had 
just been opened in Washington under 
the leadership of Secretary Kellogg, to 
submit the question to arbitration, it 
withdrew its delegation from the meet- 


ing. 

The delegation returned, it is true, 
perhaps prompted by the formidable 
moral pressure of the two continents, 
and has consented to the investigation 
proposed by my government two weeks 
ago. 

Such are the antecedents of the con- 

flict with Bolivia. Those who read 
this will appreciate the sincerity of 
my words. 

My government feels at ease in con- 
science because it has loyally fulfilled 
its duty to prevent the shedding of 
blood, and because it is backed by a 
serene and strong people who trust in 
reason and justice, but are willing also 
to fight bravely, if necessary, against 
those who seek to attack them, 


HL. JOHNSON HELD 
AFTER AUTO CRASH 


H. L. Johnson, son of J. M. John- 
son, of 886 Arlington avenue, was 
being held at police headquarters late

The call men then re- 
turned to the accident scene, they re- 
ported, and found Johnson in his 
badly damaged car on Ponce de Leon 
some distance from the spot where 
the crash had occurred.

FUROPEAN NATIONS 
ASK US. TO PARLEY 


Paris, December 22.—(4)—Strong 
emphasis on the desirability of Ameri- 
can participation and the hope of ob- 
taining it was contained in a memo- 
randum issued at the foreign office 
today outlining the method agreed 
upon by Germany and the allied pow- 
ers for seeking a final settlement of 
the reparations problem, 

“Dispositions were taken by the six 
interested governments with a view to 
determining the manner best calculat- 
ed to assure the participation of 
American experts,” the concluding 
paragraph of the memorandum stated. 

The memorandum, divided into five 
sections, began with a summary of the 
Geneva decision to call a reparations 
revision meeting to which the Ger- 
man, Belgian, British, French, Italian 
and Japanese governments agreed.) 
Premier Poincare, of France, and Am- 
hbassador Von Hoesch, German envoy 
at Paris, drafted the details. The 
first of the five numbered paragraphs 
read: “It is highly desirable in the 
common interest that, besides the ex- 
perts to be designated by each of the 
six governments which participated 
in the above mentioned Geneva deci- 
sion, a citizen of the United States 
should also take part in the work of 
the committee of experts.” 

The experts, like those of the Dawes 
committee, should be “independent, 
with international reputation, recog- 
nized authorities in their own coun- 
tries and not bound by instructions 
from their government.” 

There will be two delegates from 
each country which will have the 
privilege of additional substitute dele- 
gates and the committee will meet in 
Paris “as soon as possible.” It will 
have the right, however, to decide 
where it wishes to sit later. 

The experts will be entrusted with 
the mission of elaborating “proposi- 
tions for the complete and final set- 
tlement of the reparations problem; 
these propositions should include set- 
tlement of the obligations growing out 
of the treaties and accords between 
Germany and the creditor powers.” 

The various governments are free 
to appoint delegates or to suggest 
them to the reparations commission 
for appointment. Germany herself is 
to name her experts.
